It goes on to explain that 
“the term ‘industrial wooden box’ as 
used in this regulation has a some- 
what wider meaning than may be 
customary in some parts of the 
trade.” Continuing in similar vein, 
the order uses examples freely to 
clear up points which otherwise 
might be obscure. 

Actual affect of the order is to 
rovide a new set of formulas for 
determining ceilings, in place of 
the old regulation which based 
prices on the highest list price 
quoted in March.

MOSCOW, Nov. 14 (AP). —

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—French

it is possible to examine the gaso- 
line rationing plan in detail and to de- 
termine generally its effect on tire con- 
servation. OPA has announced that it 
has completed plans “to integrate gaso- 
line rationing with the mileage ration- 
ing program to curtail the nation’s driv- 
ing to the level permitted by our crit- 
ically short rubber supply.” 

This declaration means that OPA has 
adopted as its guiding principle the 
formula that tire life is in direct ratio 
to mileage, Unfortunately, it has been 
discredited because it is not based on 
facts. Tire maintenance cannot be cal- 
culated on speedometer readings alone 
for the dashboard clock is also of some 


importance, 


It is now known that the life of a 
tire is affected by a large number of 
conditions, circumstances, contingencies 
and forces, few of which can be accurate- 
ly measured. To try to chart, plot or 
graph all of the factors which enter into 
tire conservation would be futile, but for 
whatever bearing they may have the 
following are listed for careful study, 

1. Tires wear out when used, and the 
rate of wear is governed by road con- 
ditions, temperature, wheel alignment, 
wheel balance, brake adjustment, load, 
mileage, inflation pressure, condition of 
springs, condition of snubbers, speed on 
straight away, speed on curves, speed 
of acceleration, speed of deceleration and 
driving skill. 

2. The life of a tire is shortened by 
certain road hazards such as rim cuts, 
stone bruises, sidewall abrasions, blow- 
outs, punctures and lack of driving skill. 

3. Tire life is shortened by disuse be- 
cause rot, decay and disintegration are 
in inverse ratio to mileage. 

The third factor here is the slow leak 
in the formula OPA is using, which 
would otherwise be blowout and punc- 
ture proof and could be inflated without 
limit. Except for the phenomenon of 
slow, sure and mysterious decay of rub- 
ber which sets in the moment use 
stops, our critically short rubber sup- 
ply could be made to last almost for- 
ever. But the plan which OPA has de- 
vised to save rubber by the simple meth- 
od of leaving cars in the garage will 
fall apart the moment it is generally un- ; 
derstood that tires cannot be hoarded 
like bricks. They are either worn out or 
they rot. Decay, which is the worst 
enemy of tires, proceeds at its own rate 
and without regard to regulations from. 
anyone. The only known way to hold 
tire decay in check is to drive constant- 
ly, reasonably and sensibly. 

The restrictions on use of private au- 
tomobiles can easily do more harm than 
good. For example, a tire that will last 
one year and 40,000 miles will certainly 
not last 18 years and 40,000 miles under 
the OPA rationing plan. It would prob- 
ably last about four years with good care 
and it would make no difference wheth- 
er the mileage in this time were 3000 
or 40,000. 

If OPA has paid any attention to this 
aspect of the problem, the public has not 
been informed of its findings. It would 
seem that 27 million motor cars have 
been taken over to see just how long a 
tire will last before it rots from disuse, 


We cannot afford an experiment on 
go vast a scale because the forces 
of decay with which we are experiment- 
ing are wholly beyond our control. We 
can gamble with wear because tires can 
be recapped and we can risk tire injury 
because repairs can be made, but we 
have no tires to spare for the scrap heap 
because of decay. OPA should deter- 
mine the minimum driving necessary to 
maintain tires in good, serviceable con- 
dition before setting driving quotas, or, 
failing to do so, be governed by the 
advice of competent tire men. The min- 
imum essential to tire conservation is 
probably 100 miles a week. 

The p to conserve tires will 
receive unqualified public support when 
it is clear that OPA knows what it is 
doing and why. But the adoption of a 
cut and dried formula that is not sup- 
ported by facts has met with little en- 
thusiasm, and has aroused doubt and 
suspicion, as might be expected. People 
fee] that mileage rationing should be de- 
signed to save tires and that all reason- 
able driving within the life limit of a 
tire should be permitted, It is pointless 
to force tires into disuse when reason- 
able driving might prolong their life.

Some air fanatics have promulgated the idea that 
the plane is the magic carpet that will solve the 
supply question. It is doing wonders, but it can- 
not yet take over. It offers a supplementary ex- 
press service rather than a substitute. freight service, 
in the words of. Assistant Secretary of War for 
Air Robert Lovett, himself a flyer. For example, 
Lovett said last Tuesday that 100,000 tons of freight 
a month could be shipped to Australia in 44 surface 
ships with crews totaling 3200 men and using 165,000 
barrels of fuel. But, he said, 10,022 four-engined 
planes with a flight personnel of 120,765 men would 
be needed to carry the same freight to Australia. In 
addition the planes would have to pick up 8,996,614 
barrels of fuel outside this country. It would take 
85 of the large new tankers to transport this fuel 
to spots along the route. In presenting these cal- 
culations of Mr. Lovett, we assume, of course, that 
he took into account the important element of the 
vastly greater speed of air transport over that of 
merchant ships. : 

In any case, it is certain that, while planés can 
help a lot, it is going to take ocean freighters at 
present to keep the invasion army going in Africa. 
We must continue to out-produce the Axis in ships 
and we must see that the U-boat is made to 
keep its periscope down most of the time. Then, 
when North Africa is cleared of Axis troops, and 
we consolidate our acquisitions, the springboard will 
be ready for the lunge toward the soft underpart 
of the Axis, perhaps to be made in conjunction 
with feints and: blows on the coasts of Norway, 
Holland, Belgium and Western France. 

We know we have the personnel, the intelligence 
system and the men who should be able to plan 
the operations necessary for victory. But equally 
important is the job of supply. It means sacri- 
fices at home as well as unfailing vigilance at sea. 
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THERE OUGHT TO BE SOMETHING IN A NAME.

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OPTIMIST KNOX BECOMES PESSIMISTIC KNOX. 

Before the United States entered World War II, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox was the outstanding 
optimist of official Washington as to how the Navy 
was prepared for any eventuality. After the U-boats 
began their deadly campaign right on our Atlantic 
doorstep, Knox repeatedly chirped that the subma- 
rine problem was under control or, at least, was 
about to be mastered. But about the time the Navy 
did begin to make things hot for underwater assas- 
sins, Knox took off his rose-colored glasses and be- 
came extremely cautious in his statements. 

Early last September, with sinkings greatly de- 
creased, Knox commented that things were better, 
but the problem was “not by any means’; solved and 
a long hard fight was ahead. A few days later, he 
warned that we are “in a war where defeat is pos- 
sible.” In October, Knox declared “there will be 
many dark days.” On Navy day, he talked of the 
“long and agonizing road ahead,” of how we will be 
“squeezed tighter and tighter in the relentless vise 
of war,” and of “cruel losses” to be suffered. 

On Nov. 3, when it appeared that at last we were 
inflicting goodly losses on the Jap Navy, Knox 
coupled with the news announcement of two cruiser

mistic.” Four days later, Knox said Jap casualties 
were four or five times as great as ours and “cau- 
tioned against conclusions that this is a finished 
fight.”

A Plea for Co-operatives 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


System of co-operation among consumers is described as having 
succeeded where other attacks on economic problems have failed; 
leader in movement presents it as basis for a lasting peace; past ts 
dead all over world, he says, urging international view of future. 


From an Address by J. P. Warbasse, President Emeritus, Before the Thirteenth 
Congress of the Co-operative League of the U. S. A. at Minneapolis. 


“This is no time for talk of reconstruc- 

tion—first things first, first win the 
war.” But there has never been a time in 
this monstrous conflict when men should 
not be concerned with the future which is 
to follow. If we would dedicate ourselves 
to the cause of victory, we need to have a 
motive in view. We must think beyond 
defeating our enemies. We need to assure 
ourselves that there is going to be a fu- 
ture, and we are going to make it. 

If we are to succeed, we are not going 
to build our own special future alone. The 
future which we build will have to be built 
with the future of the people, not only of 
our own kind and of our own continent, 
but it will have to be the future of the 
people of far away China, Malaya, India 
and the islands of the sea. If you and I are 
to win our liberty, the dispossessed people 
must also win theirs; they must win it not 
only with our approval but with our help. 

However, we are faced by the difficulty 
that the forces which dominate our war 
effort want the dead past brought back to 
life. They want “the good old days” again. 
They desire a return of the very economic 
canditions which caused the present war— 
the re-establishment of imperialism, the re- 
enslavement of half the world, the poverty 
of three-fourths of the people. 

An amazing point of viéw prevails in 
high political places. The roots of the war 
go down into economic insecurity, and priv- 
ilege. Privilege is still protected by the 
state, and its beneficiaries are given to 
understand ‘that the purpose of the war is 
to make their privileges again secure. In 
both the United States and Great Britain, 
political officials are planning to resusci- 
tate the dead past instead of giving their 
attention to the birth of a new age. 
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When this war of great political powers 
is finished and they sit at a table in some 
palatial hall to divide the spoils as they 
did in 1918, and attempt the task of assess- 
ing the guilt and punishing the guilty, un- 
aware that an age has died and a new age 
is struggling to be born, the protesting 
spirit of the new day will have to upset 
their table and call them to account. 
| The weaknesses and deficiencies of cap- 
italism and the political governments are 
not found in co-operation. The co-opera- 
tive method remains unscathed and un- 
challenged by the tests through which the 
world is. passing. The~ essential virtues 
necessary for endurance, which are lack- 
ing in political governments and in ca 
italism, are discovered to be a part of the 
co-operative method. There need to be no 
wonder that this co-operative method goes 
on from one advancing accomplishment to 
another without regression. 

Every economic field which co-operation 
has entered has benefited by the co-opera- 
tive method, It has failed in none. Co- 
operation gives no encouragement to the 
timid souls who imagine there are eco- 
nomic needs which cannot be supplied by 
the co-operative way. They have seen their 
theories fall one by one as co-operation has 
succeeded in big business and in the public 
utilities. “ But they still presume that the 
people in théir co-operative organization 
one day will have to acknowledge that 
there are things the politicians can-do for 
them which the people cannot hope to do 
for themselves,

Some co-operators assert that coal, pe 
troleum, currency and credit, insurance, 
transportation, education, electricity, tele- 
phone, water; medical service, building ma- 
tefials and housing should be in the hands 
of the political government; and, while they 
are saying this, examples of every one of 
these services are being efficiently devel- 
oped before our eyes by non-politically or- 
ganized consumer co-operative societies, 

We are occupied in the enterprise of cap- 
turing opportunity. To understand the dig- 
nity and importance of co-operation is our 
duty. We should realize that in our co- 
operative societies we have built the palace 
of peace. Let us strive to see that recon- 
struction after the war shall crystallize 
around these societies rather than around 
political states. As soon as the Axis op- 
pression’ is removed, co-operation in the 
free countries should go on with: constant 
expansion and increasing strength.

In the meantime, people in éxile from 
the oppressed countries are planning for 
the future. While they are setting up their 
organizations in exile, they should plan that 


whatever sort of national system they pro- | 


vide, the program should include the co- 
operative method as a way of supplying 
their needs.

The world has not yet made the use of 
the :co-operative method which it is capable 
of making. The time has come to employ 
the freedoms for which co-operation should 
stand and which are violated by profit busi- 
ness and by the state. These are freedom 
of communication, freedom of trade, free- 
dom of competition and freedom of owner- 
ship. : : 

Freedom of communication means liberty 
in speech and assembly and abolition of 


passporta and of other restrictions upon | 


intercourse among men. 

Freedom of trade means the untaxed 
liberty to buy and sell in any market of 
the world, 


Freedom of competition means the right 
of any method of business to compete with 
any other method of business—profit, co- 
operative or state. 

Freedom of ownership means respect for 
the private ownership of property’ and en- 
couragement of the individual in such 
ownership. 

The co-operative movement has gone its 
way peacefully, quietly and without osten- 
tation, until it includes more than one- 
fourth the population of the world. Now 
after a hundred years, we know it has 
proved itself, while other systems have 
failed. The time for modesty has ended.

The special grand jury investi- 
gating charges of police brutality 
will resume its sessions Monday 
afternoon with a new foreman and 
another new member, following 
the resignation of Robert A. 
Burns as foreman yesterday be- 
cause, he .told the Post-Dispatch, 
Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell 
“tried the speed-up on us.” 

The other juror who resigned, 
due to the press of business, was 
Morton Rauh. Burns was suc 
ceeded as foreman by Harry L. 
O'Keefe, 4153 Flad avenue, and he 
and Rauh were replaced by 
Patrick H. O’Brien, 6519 Pernod 
avenue, and J. E. Byrnes, 4237

Burns told a reporter that 
Thursday when the grand jury de- 
cided adjourn meetings until 
Tuesday, Judge Russell came into 
the jury room and asked that the 
jurors stick to their inquiry into 
the death of Edward Melendes, 
Mexican waiter who died while in 
police custody, and to forego such 
long adjournments. 

Parley in Chambers. 

Later that evening, Judge Rus- 
sell telephoned Burns at his home 
and asked him to call at his cham- 
bers Friday morning. Burns said 
he did so, and informed the Judge 
that many of the jurors had said 
they resented the “speed-up” pres- 
sure on the part of the court. 

“Then I informed Judge Russell 
that we were not going to be hur- 
ried,” said Burns. “I added that 
if he was not satisfied with the 
way I was conducting the jury, I'd 
prefer to quit. He said, “all right.” 
I went back to my business office 
and wrote a letter to him asking 
to be relieved of further service, 
pointing out that I was devoting 
my time to the grand jury at con- 
siderable inconvenience and finan- 
cial loss.” 

Judge Russell told the 
Post-Dispatch he had called Burns 
to his office and asked him to try 
to*expedite the inquiry. He pointed 
out that on Thursday the grand 
jury deeided to adjourn until Tues- 
day, a lapse of five days. 

Speed Is Pledged.

JAPANESE WAR LORDS MUST 
BE ELIMINATED, GREW SAYS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 14 (AP).—Joseph 
C. Grew, ambassador to Japan at 
the outbreak of the war, asserted 
today that the Japanese war lords 
must be eliminated before there 
can be peace in the Pacific. 

“The men now controlling Japan,” 
Grew said in an address, “are ruth- 
less, unscrupulous and dangerous. 
They are not impeded by moral 
scruples which are the basis of 
good government and of sound in- 
ternational relations. They give no 
quarter and they seek none.” 

“We cannot treat with such 
men,” he added. “We can only 
defeat them.” Some day Americans 
will land on Japan’s shores, the 
diplomat said and it will then be 
the task of United Nations to bring 
order out of the chaos of defeat.

After Being Forced Down in China 


Guerrillas Rescue Two of Crew of Only U. S. 


Bomber Lost—Thousands Fete Fighter Pilot 


——Messerschmitt Reported Flown by Jap.

CHINA, Nov. 13 (Delayed) (AP).— 
Two crew members of the only 


United States bomber lost in the 
big daylight raid on Hongkong 
Oct. 25 and a fighter pilot forced 
down in combat have returned to 
duty with the United States China 
air task force. 

All. expressed eagerness for an- 
other crack at the enemy. 

The bomber officers are Lieut. 
Joseph Cunningham of Elkins, W. 
Va., bombadier; and Lieut. Nich- 
olas Marich of Colma, Cal., the co- 
pilot. : 

Narrowly escaping capture when 
their disabled plane landed in a 
rice paddy 15 miles from .the bat- 
tered and blazing Kowloon area, 
they reached their home base Fri- 
day the 13th. 

Listed as missing in action are 
four other crewmen of the bomber, 
which had shot down two Japanese 
attackers. 

Welcomed by Thousands. 

Fighter Pilot Lieut. Morton 
Sher of Greenville, S. C., came back 
from a triumphal tour of Chinese 
mountain towns where he was 
welcomed by friendly thousands 
after destroying another of the 
15 or more planes lost by the Jap- 
anese that day over Hongkong. 

The bomber, in the rear of the 
raiding formation, was raked by 
the bullets from a plane which 
Lieut. Marich identified as a Mes- 
serschmitt 109. The right engine 
caught fire, causing the ship to 
fall behind as the prey of seven 
Zeros which ganged up while 
Lieut. Sher attempted to drive 
them off. 

The fight began after the bomb- 
ing mission was completed and 
the United States planes were 
turning back to their base. 

“One Zero attacked from ahead 
and a little’ to the right,” Lieut. 
Marich said. “Our top gunner got 
him by shattering his tail, the 
plane simply disintegrating. 

“Another Jap came after us. I 
saw Cunningham’s tracers go into 
him and he went down flaming.” 

Out of Ammunition. 

The left engine quit, then the top 
gunner ran out of ammunition, the 
Lieutenant related, 

“They rode us down,” Marich 
said. 

“The pilot gave orders to bail 
out, but only the two gunners in 
the rear succeeded. They dropped 
into the water near the shore. We 
were later told by the Chinese that 
they were picked up by fishermen. 

“Reaching a water-covered rice 
paddy about 15 miles from Kow- 
loon, the pilot made a belly land- 
ing. No one was hurt. 
“The Messerschmitt strafed us as 
we dived into ditches. The pilot, 
however, stood by the ship to de- 


shots. He was a target for three 
planes which came over strafing. 
After making sure the equipment 
was decommissioned he made for 
a ditch, but a bullet caught his foot, 
causing a pretty bad wound. The 
Japs left when they ran out of 
ammunition. | 

“We assisted the pilot to a near- 
by village, where

Must Contribute to U. S. Food 
Supply to Be Deferred, 
Press Group Hears.

Farmers and farmhands must be 
qualified contributors to the na- 
tional food supply to obtain defer-| , 
ment from military service, Capt. 
T. E. Roberts, assistant to the 
State Director of Selective Service, 


said yesterday before the Missouri 
Press Association at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, 

Speaking on the “Man Power 
Situation,” Capt. Roberts said a 
farmer who keeps only a cow and 
a few hens to provide food for his 
family or a subsistence farmer 
who barely makes ends meet from 
year to year will not be included 
in the list of those deferred by 
draft boards. 

Agricultural deferment will no 
longer depend on the number of 
acres a farmer cultivates, but on 
the number of cows, hogs or hens 
he owns and on the amount of 
food he produces, whether it is 
dairy products, meat or grain, he: 
said. Deferment for farm labor- 
ers will be determined in the same 
fashion, he added; if a hired man’s | } 
assistance is necessary to main- 
tain production on a farm con- 
tributing to the national economy, 
he will be eligible for deferment. 
_A pamphlet will be issued to all 
draft boards in a few days, stand- 
ardizing the methods draft boards 
should follow in granting agricul- 
tural deferments.

This bidding, which actually took 
place in an important team-of-four 
match, is recorded merely to dem- 
onstrate just how bad a series of 
bids can be. Here was a hand in 
which a six-spade contract was 
makable except against a trump 
opening, but neither partner even 
mentioned the spade suit! 


Both North and South were to 
blame, North’s first response 
should have been one spade, not 
one no trump. Even after he failed 
to make this bid, he could have 
mentioned the spades on the sec- 
ond round, over two hearts. Nev- 
ertheless, the fact remains that he 
did bid twice without being forced. 
In view of this, South’s three-club 
bid was a terrific underbid. The 
very least he should have bid was 
three spades or four clubs, and 
then North might have come to 
life with a game bid.

From 1900 to 1933 some of the 
states admitted had the highest 
mortality in tubercluosis because 
they were regarded as resort states 
where the climate Was beneficial 
to the disease. Yet the recorded 
tuberculosis mortality ingthe regis- 
tration area declined from 174 per 
100,000 in 1900 to 42 in 1933.

SINCE 1988 the decline has been 
proportionately even more rapid. 
The total number of deaths in 1933 
was 67,422, and in 1940, 65,576; and 
this despite a great gain in actual 


tion, embracing seven states, the 
death rate fromi tubercluosis was 
26 per 100,000 population in 1940, 

The growth of institutional cases 
is shown by the figure that 44 per 
cent of all tubercluosis deaths now 
occur in institutions, 

This is a gain which mankind 
cannot ord to let drift, There. 
is every indication that the rec- 
ord can be made better. No matter | 
what the exigencies of war, this 
country which suffers no destruc- 
tion of its hospitals must keep up 
the work, by buying Christmas
